Harrisburg, Nov. 25 (AP)—The 


cost of living in Pennsylvania has 
increased eight per cent in the past 
year, a spot check made by the state 
department of Labor and Industry 
revealed today. 


A jump of 3.5 per cent was noted 


in the quarter ending September 15. 


The survey was taken in Phila- 


delphia, Pittsburgh, Scranton, Lan- 
caster, Johnstown, and Connells- 
ville. 
Further increases are anticipated 


in the near future, the department 
said, to absorb a 21 per cent jump 
in wholesale prices. 


From June to September of this 


year, food became 4.5 per cent high- 
er in prices, house furnishings rose 
6.7 per cent and clothing went up 
7.8 per cent; rent was up six-tenths 
of one per cent and fuel, light and 
refrigeration, 2.5 per cent. 


For the quarter, the average in- 


creases for all items was four per 
cent in Lancaster; 42 in Johnstown, 
5.5 in Connellsville; 3.4 in Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburgh and 3.7 in 
Scranton. 


For the year the rise was 6.9 in 


Lancaster, 8.1 in Pittsburgh; 8.2 in 
Scranton, 8.4 in Philadelphia, 9.3 
in Johnstown and 9.9 in Connells- 
ville. 


The department said prices re- 


mained steady during the first sev- 
eral months of the period when the 
national defense program got under- 
way. 
The first substantial increase 


was in the quarter ending June 15 
of this year and was confined almost 
entirely to food prices. Since then

particularly clothing.

Cost Of Living Increases 8% In Pennsylvania In Yea 


HIGH FIGURES 
EXPECTED TO 
ABSORB PRICES 


Harrisburg, Nov. 25 
(A P)—The 
cast of living in Pennsylvania has 
increased eight per cent In the past 
year, a spot check m ade by the state 
departm ent of Labor and Industry 
revealed today. 
A jum p of 3.5 per cent was noted 
in the quarter ending Septem ber 15. 
The survey was taken in Phila­ 
delphia, Pittsburgh, Scranton, L an­ 
caster, Johnstown, and Connells­ 
ville. 
F urther increases are anticipated 
in the near future, the departm ent 
said, to absorb a 21 per cent jum p 
in wholesale prices. 
From June to Septem ber of this 
year, food became 4.5 per cent high­ 
er In prices, house furnishings rose 
6.7 per cent and clothing w ent up 
7.8 per cent; rent was up six-tenths 
of one per cent and fuel, light and 
refrigeration, 2.5 per cent. 
For the quarter, the average in­ 
creases for all item s was four per 
cent in Lancaster; 4.2 in Johnstown, 
5.5 in Connellsville; 3.4 in Phila­ 
delphia and Pittsburgh and 3.7 in 
Scranton. 
For the year the rise was 6.9 In 
Lancaster, 8.1 in Pittsburgh; 8.2 in 
Scranton, 8.4 in Philadelphia, 9.3 
in Johnstown and 9.9 in Connells­ 
ville. 
The departm ent said prices re­ 
mained steady during the first sev­ 
eral m onths of the period when the 
national defense program got under­ 
way. The first substantial increase 
was in the quarter ending June 15 
of this year and was confined almost 
entirely to food prices. Since then. 
however, 
the 
increases 
became 
more pronounced in other items, 
particularly clothing.
